SUBJECT: Failure of BP'S 'vaunted' Alyeska Pipeline Strategic Reconfiguration Project 
Dear Chairman Dingell and Chairman Rayhall: 
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Alyeska's Strategic Reconfiguration (SR) Project was created to substitute diesel power with purchased local 
electricity, thereby reducing personnel and operating costs for its owners and the State of Alaska treasury. The 
SR project was SP's brainchild. BP initiated and orchestrated the SR project. BP forced its own procedures upon 
Alyeska and "bungled it". The project is in total disarray and leading to a seeming disaster. After hundreds of 
millions of dollars were frittered away and lost, since the SR's inception, the first Station to finally come on line, 
Pump Station (PS) #9, is "an accident waiting to happen". Perhaps because of the savings, the State appears to 
have exercised no oversight of the project's mismanagement. The JPO and the State should never have provided 
BP/Alyeska the "Notice to Proceed" with their knowledge of all the deficiencies they had uncovered. 

I personally warned Deputy Secretary of Department of Transportation Admiral Thomas Barrett, that the Joint 
Pipeline Office (JPO) accommodates BP and Alyeska in concealing from DOT, Congress, and the public, 
evidence of the dangerous deficiencies plaguing the Trans Alaska Pipeline System (TAPS). In fact, last Tuesday, 
just three days ago, August 14th, thanks to Admiral Barrett's pressure, BP/Alyeska attempted to perform a test in 
the presence of JPO Director Jerry Brossia, Bureau of Land Management's Tom Lonnis, DOTs Chris Hoidel, Joe 
Robertson, and Bruce Hansen, as well as Alaska State representatives, guided by Alyeska's Vice President Jim 
S. Johnson. Alyeska was to demonstrate the "Function Test" of Station #9's new electric pumps' critical back-up 
generators. Alyeska had earlier searched, for days, to find technicians competent to operate the generators and 
perform the tests. The tests were a total failure. A fiasco! The generators overheated and the engines self shut 
down. 

The installed generators for the three new mainline pumps failed to meet specifications, and were discovered 
early on, as not compatible with mainline unit controllers. The 2.25 mega Watts generators will not meet the 
required "full load" specifications and can only carry a total load of 3.9 mega Watts. Running a mainline unit 
requires close to 6.0 mega Watts. 

With JPO and the State's concurrence, the specification dilemma was summarily waived to prevent delay of this 
first SR reconfigured station's start-up. The generators were never required to be properly tested to pump oil for 
more than a few minutes. It is reportedly well known that these units are incapable of pumping crude as 
necessary. Worse yet, they are unable to protect against a cold restart of the station in mid winter. Knowledgeable 
Alyeska personnel are fearful a shut down of barely a week in the oncoming winter could turn the pipeline into a 
frozen, non-flowing, waxy gel for an extended period of time resulting in the shut-in of the entire North Slope crude 
production wells. Although Pump Station #9 and the TAPS are dependent on these generators, they have yet to 
be endurance tested to pump the crude as necessary as recommended by their manufacturer's representatives. 
The situation is precarious and a serious risk for the Alaskan and the West Coast motoring public and fuel 
consumers. You should be aware that Pump Station #12 has been shut down permanently so #9 is the last 
Station between Valdez, the Copper River and Prince William Sound. 

Recently there was a lightning strike at Pump #9. Power from the Electric Utility was lost to the three new pumps 
that could not be re-powered, as their generators failed to come on automatically. The generators could not be 
started until technicians were located that were capable of restarting them. Meantime, critical Alyeska valves were 
also without power. Then the mainline units could not be started because the lightning strike caused a fault in the 
mainline unit controllers. The technicians required several more hours to determine how to clear the fault, after 
someone told them what to look for. Lightning protection for the facility has yet to be installed. 

Severe vibrations of the three new electric pump modules (replacing the former diesel powered jet engines) cause 
their heavy duty industrial light bulbs to shatter in that hazardous area and present a danger to ignite any local 
LEL vapor releases. There are well founded concerns expressed as to what could happen to all of the critical 
electrical and instrument connections. Will the cables that conduct thousands of volts remain tight and secure? 

Since February, TAPS has been shut down over 30 times due to various problems. The dysfunctional Pump 
Station #9 communications with Alyeska's Operational Control Center (OCC) is reportedly of great concern to the 
Owner companies, EXXON/BP/CONOCO. For example, on one occasion, as many as 14,000 alarms was 
received at OCC from Station #9 within one hour. The Alyeska Operators must frantically distinguish between real 
and false alarms on those occasions. 

JPO has just recently provided Alyeska with Notice to Proceed with the Strategic Reconfiguration of Pump 
Station #3. Yet JPO and the State are well aware that there are serious welding problems discovered at Station 
#3. Welding Xrays of the new 20 inch mainline connection crude lines along with the diesel lines being 
constructed have been tampered with. The welding inspection documentation is reportedly under scrutiny. And 
the records are missing! I understand Kakivik Asset Management LLC (Kakivik.com), under contract to Alyeska 
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for welding inspection services may be able to shed light on this issue. For Alaska State Pipeline Construction 
Coordinator Chuck Champion and Chairman John Dingell, this will be "deja vue" again. In 1977, Mr. Champion 
ordered the construction of TAPS to cease when he discovered that Xrays of pipeline weld joints were falsely 
duplicated to speed up the construction. Alyeska failed to prevail upon Mr. Champion to permit construction to 
proceed and answered to House Hearings conducted by Chairman John Dingell, exposing the scandal to the 
public. 

Alyeska President Kevin Hosteler has apparently requested of JPO and State of Alaska for permission to 
abandon the Pump Station #9 legacy, immediately dismantle the old jet engines and eliminate the operators and 
support staff on site. 

I am attaching the "Keeping You Posted" communication from VP Jim Johnson (above) to all Alyeska employees 
at 5:32 PM, last Tuesday, following the failed tests at Pump Station #9. Mr. Johnson boasted: "The new Strategic 
Reconfiguration (SR) equipment at PS 9 has operated reliably and safely.... Mechanically, the system meets or 
exceeds our expectations". How absurd to misrepresent the facts and lie to the workforce as they are learning by 
word of mouth of the test failures. 

BP USA Chairman and President Bob Malone, his BP Alaska President Steve Marshall along with his BP Alyeska 
President Kevin Hosteler (on loan - Seconded - from BP) failed to alert House Energy and Commerce Committee 
Members of Alyeska's serious corrosion problems as they testified under oath on September 7, 2006. Yet, on 
September 17, 2005, Steve Marshall traveled on an urgent overnight flight to deliver fabricated Alyeska 
"corrosion" records to Lord John Browne in London... reportedly to deceive BP shareholders in London and 
counter a critical Wall Street Journal article two days earlier, on September 15. Kevin Hosteler's accounting 
personnel were earlier instructed to "cook the books" in order to conceal the identified very serious corrosion 
problems on the TAPS. It is reported that Alyeska co-owners EXXON and CONOCO were unaware the false 
records were secretly created and delivered to BP in London. The evidence reveals that the staff was required to 
bring their sleeping bags to overnight office sessions to 'doctor* the records to suit the scheme. I understand Kevin 
Hosteler has since ordered an end to Alyeska Accounting Department's falsification of the Pipeline corrosion 
records. 

I will copy Bob Malone with this letter as a courtesy so he may have the opportunity to respond publicly without

The following message is from Jim Johnson, Pipeline Vice President. 

Today marks six months of operating Pump Station 9 (PS 9) under the upgraded station configuration. While work 

remains before we can fully isolate the station from the legacy equipment and begin the transition to operational 

acceptance, it is worth noting that we're very satisfied with the performance of the new equipment. 

The new Strategic Reconfiguration (SR) equipment at PS 9 has operated reliably and safely. The combination of 

variable frequency drive, electric motors and pumps provides pipeline operations controllers with more precise 

management of hydraulics than the legacy equipment. Mechanically, the system meets or exceeds our 

expectations. 

This does not mean that the transition has gone without some technical challenges - both with the equipment at 
the station and via the new control system. We've been working to resolve several technical issues internally and 
with the Joint Pipeline Office that will influence the timing of isolating the legacy equipment. These technical 
issues include demonstrating the performance of the load bank at the station, which is scheduled for testing 
during our mini shutdown today; working with our commercial power provider about performance issues external 
to Alyeska (it should be noted that performance currently meets our expectation of 99% deliverability of power); 
making changes to operability of our station relief valves; providing for a long-term resolution of hydraulically- 
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induced vibration of SR piping at PS 9; and changing the design of the air intake screens for the pump module at 
the station. 

We've also been working with the U.S. Department of Transportation (DOT) in their review of the PS 9 and PS 3 
welds. This work is in conjunction with our review of the weld records for these stations. The DOT also requested 
a construction review of the site, 

All of these matters become important as we work our way through the transition of PS 9 to become the first 
station to fully operate under pipeline reconfiguration. We started moving oil via the new system in February 
conscious of the fact that many items not directly associated with startup of the pumps needed to be completed 
before we could fully make this transition. 

Work is also underway at PS 3 to get this station ready to operate with the new equipment later this year. Our 
current goal is to complete construction activities at the station and begin the functional check out (FCO) process 
at the station. 

As we work through all of the technical, construction, FCO, and commissioning activities associated with pipeline 
reconfiguration, I want to stress the criticality of bringing issues to our attention. Many of the matters we've worked 
through and resolved are the direct result of people sharing observations, asking questions, and bringing forward 
concerns. I encourage you to ask questions about the project and how it impacts your work on TAPS. 
My goal remains the safe transition to pipeline reconfiguration. I'm satisfied that the new equipment is helping us 
get there.

We met today with Marvin Odum, head of North American Exploration for Royal 
Dutch Shell, and three of his colleagues. He asked me to convey to you personally 
Shell's appreciation for the press statement you made in the aftermath of the Ninth 
Circuit's decision to enjoin exploratory drilling in the Beaufort pending a hearing in 
mid-December. 

Shell is not asking for anything further from the State at this moment. However, 
they are proceeding with an effort to obtain the remaining federal permits as the 
predicate for demonstrating to the Court that Shell is prepared to proceed now with 
all necessary authorizations. Having gained the support of the Eskimo Whaling 
Commission, Shell is now working with the mayor of the North Slope Borough to 
determine whether the Borough is willing to remove itself from the current litigation. 

For whatever it's worth, I believe that Shell is pursuing the best available strategy. 
If they receive judicial approval by mid-September, they will have time to drill two 
exploratory wells. In the meantime, they are now doing seismic work. If they do not 
receive approval, Shell will terminate its efforts for this exploration season, and such 
a result may raise questions about the future. 

I asked Shell to stay in touch with the State and to let us know if further action by 
State officials seems useful. 

I haven't been in touch with you in a while. So, I hope all is well.

Governor: 

I am fully responsible for the meeting taking place yesterday in your conference room. I was not aware of 
James Stanford's role in the meeting or the project. It was never brought up in any previous 
conversations I had with the project's local proponents. The list of attendess I was given appears below- 
and he is clearly not on it. At least one other gentleman who attended was not on the list, either-Terry 
Otriess. I will get a fufl list of actual attendees and compare it to what was provided to me. The 
background on how it got to the point it was yesterday is a somewhat long story that I will try to 
summarize here. 

When you came into office, one of the first things I was tasked with was attending a meeting in Ketchikan 
on the AK-BC intertie feasibility study that got underway during the Murkowski administration. There is a 
backstory on the funding history for the study that does involve Thorn Fishcer, but I will ieave it for further 
explanation at this point. The study (and project) has considerable support from the Southeast 
Conference, and at the time I know I did not appreciate the differences between the AK-BC intertie project 
and the Swan-Tyee intertie project that was ultimately included in your March budget request to the 
Legislature. The results of that study have been in Ron Miller's office since mid-May awaiting his 
approval to make it final and post on the AK Energy Authority's website. 

Shortly after session ended, John Bitney took a meeting with Don Kubley and Bob Loescher to go over 
the project. At the time, he told me that he didn't expect much and that it was likely to be another one of 
Kubley's pie-in-the-sky projects. However, he came away from the meeting intrigued because of the 
involvement and interest of American Insurance Group (AIG)-one of the nation's largest insurance 
companies that has tremendous investment capacity for large projects. 

After Bitney 's departure in July, Don contacted me and asked that he be able to come give me the same 
briefing on the project. I accepted the request and met with he and Bob Loescher, the former CEO of 
Sealaska. At that time, he was really pressing hard for your support-public support-that he could take 
with him to DC. I declined to take it up with Tibbies or anyone else because it was too soon. I also 
expressed dissatisfaction with the notion that the Palin Administration would support an effort that 
involved Thorn Fischer. 

Upon Kubley's return from DC, he requested another meeting to de-brief on how the meetings with Sen. 
Murkowski and Rep. Young went. I accepted and he brought with him two representatives from Kake 
Tribal-the president, Harold Martin and the president of their power group Matt Bell. They explained that 
Kake was buying out Tollhouse Energy (Fischer's group). This was due to the displeasure I had 
expressed, the displeasure Sen. Murkowski expressed, and AIG's insistence. At that meeting, 1 told him 
that a project to deliver cheap, clean power to California (or anywhere outside Alaska) while 
villages/communities in the same region are paying 40 to 60 cents per kilowatt hour was unlikely to get 
your support-that there had to be a way to address the local needs or it would have a hard time getting 
off the ground. 

With that, they assured me there was a plan to provide local power supplies. They also indicated that 
representatives of all the companies involved were coming up to Alaska for a round of meetings, site 
visits, and requested a meeting and briefing with you. Tibbies thought it was premature and suggested 
that we have them meet instead with folks who could groundtruth the presentation. For that reason, I 
asked that Commissioner Hartig attend since he is the lead on your climate change subcabinet (he also 
has some familiarity with large projects due to his previous background). I also asked that Ron Miller and 
Sara Goad from AIDEA/AEA attend to scrutinize the project finances. Finally, I invited Commissioner 
Nottie and his special assistant, Joe Austerman, to attend since there is supposed to be a local 
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component for the communities. 

The night before the meeting, Ron Miller called to ask how seriously he should take the presentation. I explained 
what I knew about the project, the presentation, and the players-nameiy, that AIG's involvement in particular had 
me interested. He then indicated that the connection with AIG could be attributable to Jim Clark-that his firm 
represents them in Alaska. That was the first 1 had heard of any connection with Clark. 

The reason I allowed them to use your conference room is that I fully intended to attend the presentation when we 
scheduled it. As it turns out, the AGIA and PPT meetings were scheduled with you and there was a conflict on my 
schedule. I was able to move in and out of both meetings as a result. 

Again, I take fuli responsibJity for the meeting taking place, the commissioners being involved, and for the use of 
your conference room. I had no idea that James Stanford was attending or involved--let alone that he has any 
relationship to your family. I apologize for whatever stress I created for you on this.

This is a follow-up to our discussion August 9 th regarding outreach to rural communities and businesses. 
I've met with staff several times to discuss ideas and options. We're working on two tracks - one to educate 
businesses in rural communities on how to be successful in doing business with the state and winning state 
contracts, and one to reach out to qualified political subdivisions to educate them on the contracts we have 
available that can save their communities' money and administrative costs. 
Here's what we have done or planned so far: 

• Staff are compiling lists of potential users and groups specific to each contract we have (DGS established 
and WSCA/NASPO/MMCAP) 

• Staff are investigating organizations and associations those users may belong to (AML, Association of Fire 
Chiefs, etc.) and what options there are to market to them (attending annual meetings, newsletters, mailing 
or email lists) 

• Meeting with DCED Community Advocacy Director Tara Jollie set for 8/23 to get her ideas on the best 
ways to reach and communicate with potential contract users and business owners, and what DCED can 
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do to assist us 

• "Quasi" state agencies (AK Railroad, ASM1, AHFC, UofA, etc.) will be contacted to see if there is an 
opportunity to offer contracts they have established to rural governments 

• Update our "How to do Business with the State" booklet to make sure it's appropriate for the rural audience 

• Work has begun on scripts for two short instructional video presentations (one for poli-subs, one for 
businesses) to be placed on websites and/or put on CDs for distribution 

• Modifications to the DGS "Buying the Good Stuff training session are being made with the rural political 
subdivisions in mind 

• We are also exploring what GSA and other states are doing in this area for ideas that might be appropriate 
in Alaska 

• I've instructed staff that our standard practice should be to sign up for all available WSCA and NASPO 
contracts instead of only signing for those that a State agency has voiced an interest in 

Another, longer term idea we're pursuing is the formation of an in-state buyer's group or cooperative. We believe 
that the efforts mentioned above will help us develop a good list of candidates to include in such a cooperative. 
I'll keep you posted as we make progress on these projects.

This is a follow-up to our discussion August 9th regarding outreach to rural communities 
and businesses. 

I've met with staff several times to discuss ideas and options. We're working on two 
tracks — one to educate businesses in rural communities on how to be successful in doing 
business with the state and winning state contracts, and one to reach out to qualified 
political subdivisions to educate them on the contracts we have available that can save 
their communities' money and administrative costs. 

Here's what we have done or planned so far: 



* Staff are compiling lists of potential users and groups specific to each contract we 
have (DGS established and WSCA/NASPO/MMCAP) 

* Staff are investigating organizations and associations those users may belong to (AML, 
Association of Fire Chiefs, etc.) and what options there are to market to them (attending 
annual meetings, newsletters, mailing or email lists) 

* Meeting with DCED Community Advocacy Director Tara Jollie set for 8/23 to get her ideas 
on the best ways to reach and communicate with potential contract users and business 
owners, and what DCED can do to assist us 
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* "Quasi" state agencies (AK Railroad, ASMI, AHFC, UofA, etc.) will be contacted to see if 
there is an opportunity to offer contracts they have established to rural governments 

* Update our "How to do Business with the State" booklet to make sure it's appropriate for 
the rural audience 

* Work has begun on scripts for two short instructional video presentations (one for poli- 
subs, one for businesses) to be placed on websites and/or put on CDs for distribution 

* Modifications to the DGS "Buying the Good Stuff" training session are being made with 
the rural political subdivisions in mind 

* We are also exploring what GSA and other states are doing in this area for ideas that 
might be appropriate in Alaska 

* I've instructed staff that our standard practice should be to sign up for all available 
WSCA and NASPO contracts instead of only signing for those that a State agency has voiced 
an interest in 



Another, longer term idea we're pursuing is the formation of an in-state buyer's group or 
cooperative. We believe that the efforts mentioned above will help us develop a good list 
of candidates to include in such a cooperative. 

I'll keep you posted as we make progress on these projects.

It was at the creamery meeting on Saturday that the 
Board learned of the July losses. They were anticipating another good month, however with 
attorney fees, overtime, a ruined batch of milk, and the increased cost of outside milk 
(43% increase since June) that did not occur. She said that Halcro had the information 
before the Board, most of which she says is inaccurate, she met w/attorneys on Saturday 
and I can provide additional information on that tomorrow. 



She said they have cut a million dollars and they have worked so hard in trying to find 
solutions, but one thing they don't have any control of, or can't fix, is the cost of 
outside milk. And, the fixed costs are the same whether we're producing through the plant 
or buying outside. 



Tomorrow morning is the Board of Ag meeting. Following they will call an emergency meeting 
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of the Creamery Board where they will take action on raising prices, changing terms of 
agreements, contacting a CPA firm that specializes in creameries to perform an audit, and 
discussing the future of MM.

In today's column entitled, "Alaska has a role to play in staking a North Pole Claim," the 
voice of the times states: 

As far as we know, neither the governor nor anyone else in her administration even took 
note of what was going on - first with Canada jumping into the fray, and staking its claim 
to the same territory the Russians deem to be theirs, and shortly thereafter with Denmark 
getting into the act. 

With this in mind, I just wanted you to know that the Governor's DC office follows the 
territorial issue very closely. The predicate for the assertion by the US of territorial 
claims in the Arctic is Senate ratification of the Convention on the Law of the Sea, 
together with appropriate research. The Convention establishes the framework for the 
assertion of claims by individual countries before the United Nations. 



In the past, the State has supported Senate ratification of the Treaty. So does a 
majority of the Senate. However, ratification has been blocked by a few Senators who are 
concerned that the Convention will lead to the loss of US sovereignty. Quite the opposite 
is true. 



Arctic 
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The word is that the Senate, with strong support from the Bush administration, will 
consider the Convention in the fall. Both of Alaska's Senators have previously supported 
the Convention. In addition, the Bush administration has taken steps to acquire the 
information necessary to assert a territorial claim. 



A quick call from someone at the Voice of the Times would have elicited the response that 
the Palin administration is very much aware of the current situation. Given the 
parliamentary situation in the Senate and the position of the Bush administration and 
Alaska's senators, there is little more for us to do at this time.

In today's column entitled, "Alaska has a role to play in staking a North Pole Claim," 
the voice of the times states: 

As far as we know, neither the governor nor anyone else in her administration 
even took note of what was going on - first with Canada jumping into the fray, 
and staking its claim to the same territory the Russians deem to be theirs, and 
shortly thereafter with Denmark getting into the act. 

With this in mind, I just wanted you to know that the Governor's DC office follows 
the territorial issue very closely. The predicate for the assertion by the US of 
territorial claims in the Arctic is Senate ratification of the Convention on the Law of 
the Sea, together with appropriate research. The Convention establishes the 
framework for the assertion of claims by individual countries before the United 
Nations. 

In the past, the State has supported Senate ratification of the Treaty. So does a 
majority of the Senate. However, ratification has been blocked by a few Senators 
who are concerned that the Convention will lead to the loss of US sovereignty. Quite 
the opposite is true. 

The word is that the Senate, with strong support from the Bush administration, will 
consider the Convention in the fall. Both of Alaska's Senators have previously 
supported the Convention. In addition, the Bush administration has taken steps to 
acquire the information necessary to assert a territorial claim. 

A quick call from someone at the Voice of the Times would have elicited the response 
that the Palin administration is very much aware of the current situation. Given the 
parliamentary situation in the Senate and the position of the Bush administration 
and Alaska's Senators, there is little more for us to do at this time.

U.S. Resistance to Sea Treaty Thaws 

As Arctic Opens Up, Unlikely Alliance 
Helps to Persuade Senate Skeptics

fishing, shipping and diamond industries, President Bush and the U.S. Navy have in common? 



RULING THE SEAS 



The effort to lay down comprehensive 
rules for navigation and use of the sea 
goes back centuries. 

1702 - Dutch jurist Cornelius 
Bynkershoek, in his book "De Dominio 
Maris," asserts that states should have 
a territorial right to the waters within 
three nautical miles of their shores, or 
j roughly the distance of a cannon shot, 
! which becomes the custom in most 
| parts of the world. 

| 1918 - President Wilson makes 
j "absolute freedom of navigation upon 
j the seas" one of the Fourteen Points in 
I his blueprint for peace after World War 
j I. 

j 1930 - A League of Nations 
I conference in the Hague tries for the 
j first time to hammer out a legal treaty 
j on use of the sea, but the gathering 
ends in failure. 

1945 — President Truman unilaterally 
claims the right to search for oil or 
other minerals on any part of the U.S. 
continental shelf, forcing many other 
countries — including Argentina, Chile, 
Peru, Egypt, Ethiopia and Libya — to 
take similar steps. Some assert rights to 
a 12-mile territorial sea, departing from 
the customary three-mile rule. 

1956 — The United Nations holds its 
first Conference on the Law of the Sea, 
which lays down important rules on 
fishing rights, sea lanes and the 
continental shelf. 



i Answer: They all support a little-known but highly 
! contentious international treaty — set to come before the 
U.S. Senate next month for ratification ~ that governs 
nearly every aspect of ocean law, from underwater 
mineral rights to access to shipping lanes. 

| The 208-page Law of the Sea Convention, debated since 
i the 1930s and sealed in 1982, has stirred passions for 
decades in Washington. Critics in the Senate have 
j repeatedly blocked its ratification, saying the pact would 
undercut U.S. sovereignty. Supporters tout the treaty as 
a pillar of international law and key to long-term U.S. 
security. The U.S. is now one of fewer than 40 
countries, and the only significant power, not to have 
joined. 

That is now almost certain to change, for three reasons: 
scarce energy sources, the thawing Arctic ice cap and 

j the U.S. Navy's desire for unfettered access to the 

' world's seaways. These motivations have helped 
galvanize an odd coalition of environmentalists, oil 

■ interests and military brass to persuade enough senators 

; to back the treaty. 

; The renewed interest has grown more intense amid a 
| scramble to claim undersea territories in the 
resource-rich Arctic. 

j Looking to buttress its legal case for ownership of a 
massive undersea ridge, Russia planted its flag earlier 
this month on a seabed more than 15,000 feet below the 
North Pole. Canada, asserting its disputed rights, plans a 
new fleet of ice-breaking ships and a deepwater Arctic 
port; yesterday, Canadian Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper asserted his country's claim to the so-called 
Northwest Passage along its northern coast during a 
meeting with Mr. Bush in Quebec. And Denmark is 
sending a research team to push its own claim to 
undersea holdings that extend far from Greenland. 

All this has put the U.S. in a jam. The Law of the Sea 
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1960 — A second U.N. conference 
makes no progress toward a more 
comprehensive treaty. 

1967 — Amid rising concern over 
offshore oil drilling and conflicting 
claims among nations, Malta's 
ambassador to the United Nations, 
Arvid Pardo, gives a speech at the U.N. 
calling for "an effective international 
regime over the seabed and the ocean 
floor." The speech helps spur 
momentum for a third attempt at an 
international agreement. 

1973 - The U.N. convenes a third 
law-of-the-sea conference in New 
York. The effort drags on until 1982, 
when agreement is reached on a 
sweeping accord laying down rules on 
nearly every aspect of international 
navigation and economic rights within 
the world's oceans. 

1982 - President Reagan objects to the 
treaty's deep-sea mining provisions and 
refuses to put it forward for Senate 
ratification. 

1994 - President Clinton signs the 
Law of the Sea Convention, which 
goes into force the same year, after its 
mining provisions are amended. But 
the Republican-controlled Senate 
declines to ratify it. 

2004 ~ Under pressure from 
conservatives in his party, Majority 
Leader Bill Frist refuses to bring the 
measure up for a vote despite its 
unanimous passage by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

May 2007 — President Bush releases a 
statement urging the Senate to ratify 
the treaty. The heads of the Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marines, along 
with the chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, send a letter to the Senate 
backing the treaty. 



Treaty allows countries — even nonsignatories - 
j exclusive rights to the seabed extending 200 nautical 

miles from their shores. Countries can then present 

evidence to claim rights to any of their continental shelf 
] beyond that. Claims and disputes fall to one of several 
| arbitration bodies established by the treaty. Without 

being a party to the treaty, the U.S. has no clear way — 
' short of threatening force — to assert its claims,

i U.S. officials said the stakes are literally vast. In the 
j Arctic alone, the U.S. could lay claim to more than 
1 200,000 square miles of additional undersea territories. 
1 The U.S. Coast Guard Cutter Healy is in the region to 
' continue mapping the ocean floor to help strengthen the 
i U.S. case. By some estimates, the country's total 
■ additional undersea holdings, including extensions off 
[ the East Coast and the Gulf of Mexico, could exceed 
j 300,000 square miles, or roughly twice the size of 
| California. 

Recent estimates have found the Arctic could contain 
| the equivalent of more than 400 billion barrels of oil and 

gas and massive amounts of another potential energy 
[ source, crystallized methane. The U.S. Geological 
; Survey has estimated the amount of carbon found in 
i hydrate form world-wide is "conservatively" twice the 

amount found in all the world's fossil fuels. 

Increased thawing of the Arctic ice cap is also beginning 
to open up seaways, such as the long-heralded 
i Northwest Passage that is expected to revolutionize 
| shipping. Still blocked by ice much of the year, the polar 
j pathway linking China to Northern Europe and the 
; Northwest U.S. is about 5,000 miles shorter than routes 
| through the Suez or Panama canals. Canada for years 
i has asserted its sovereignty over the passage, a claim the 
' U.S. and other countries dispute.

I Policy makers in Washington have generally been slow 
j to champion the treaty. President Reagan opposed the 
J original pact's undersea-mining rules as biased against 
U.S. interests, a position that still carries much weight 
1 with many conservatives.

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Sea Change 

If the U.S. becomes a party to the Law of the Sea treaty, it could extend Its seabed 
rights by an area nearly twice the size of California.

Under pressure from oil groups and diplomats in his administration, Mr. Bush in May endorsed the 
pact's ratification for the first time. The heads of the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marines followed 
suit with an unusual joint letter urging Senate passage. 

The pact still has some vocal critics in Washington. Former Reagan adviser Frank Gafmey calls it 
"a socialist manifesto for the redistribution of wealth." Now the head of the Center for Security 
Policy, a conservative think tank in Washington, Mr. Gaffhey says "no senator who has actually 
read this treaty would vote for it." 

Republican Sen. James Inhofe of Oklahoma, one of at least a dozen conservatives who oppose the 
treaty, calls it "a disaster" and vows to work to block it from a full Senate vote. Other critics say the 
treaty will weaken U.S. efforts to interdict illicit shipments of nuclear materials and entangle the 
armed forces in a web of international regulations. As for the Arctic's resource potential, they say 
the U.S. could work out an accommodation with the half-dozen other nations with a stake there. 

The Navy, the pact's most ardent supporter, dismisses such claims, "This for us is global mobility. 
That's what it's all about," says Rear Adm. Bruce MacDonald, the Navy's judge advocate general. 

The treaty is now the world's primary legal blueprint for what constitutes international waters and 
airspace. It grants all navies the right to "innocent passage" through the world's seaways. Yet 
dozens of countries, from Ecuador and Somalia to China, South Korea and Vietnam, continue to try 
to limit the rights of warships to pass through their waters. 

Joining the pact, Adm. MacDonald said, would give the U.S. a forum to contest such claims. "We 
need this treaty to lock in the rights we already have." 

Administration officials also argue that Washington's failure to sign on to the treaty has, in fact, 
undercut the Proliferation Security Initiative, a U,S. effort to enlist international help to cut off 
shipments of nuclear and missile technology to countries such as Iran or North Korea. 

Two countries that have declined to join PSI, Malaysia and Indonesia, recently cited Washington's 
spurning of the Law of the Sea Treaty as their main reason. 
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Others argue that the U.S. is already losing out in what promises to be a multibillion-dollar 
opportunity: the undersea mining of copper, zinc, cobalt and even diamonds. John Norton Moore, a 
top legal expert on the law of the sea at the University of Virginia, said Russian and Chinese firms 
have already laid claim to some of the biggest undersea mines in the world. Without joining the 
treaty, the U.S. has no forum in which to stake a claim. 

"Our sitting on the sidelines all these years has already cost us," he said.

U.S. National Security Interests 

Some opponents to U.S. adherence to the treaty package have suggested that such adherence is contrary to 
U.S. national security interests, especially in a post-September 11 world. They maintained that under the treaty 
the United States would not be able to carry out counter-terrorism programs such as the Proliferation Security 
Initiative (PSI) under which shipments of weapons of mass destruction (WMD), etc., would be interdicted. 
Referring to Articles 92 and 1 1 of the Convention, they stated that the treaty does not explicitly guarantee a 
right to board or interdict when evidence of terrorist intentions through WMD is involved. " 



Legal Adviser William H. Taft IV during April 8, 2004, hearings before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee addressed the relationship between the Convention and PSI. "The Convention will not affect our 
efforts under the PSI to interdict vessels suspected of engaging in the proliferation of weapons of mass 
destruction." He added, 

The Convention recognizes numerous legal bases for taking enforcement action against vessels and aircraft suspected of 
engaging in proliferation of weapons of mass destruction, for example, exclusive port and coastal State jurisdiction in 
internal waters and national air space; coastal State jurisdiction in the territorial sea and contiguous zone; exclusive flag 
State jurisdiction over vessels on the high seas (which the flag State may, either by general agreement in advance or 
approval in response to a specific request, waive in favor of other States); and universal jurisdiction over stateless vessels. 
Further, nothing in the Convention impairs the inherent right of individual or collective self-defense (a point which is 
reaffirmed in the proposed Resolution of Advice and Consent). 

The United States has concluded PSI ship boarding agreements with seven nations." 

Among other statements made by Convention opponents were the following: "The treaty effectively 
prohibits two functions vital to American security: collecting intelligence in, and submerged transit of, 
territorial waters." AND "The treaty's Articles 19 and 20 attempt explicitly to regulate intelligence and 
submarine activities in what are defined as 'territorial' seas. These are activities vital to U.S. security that we 
should ensure remain unrestricted at all costs."' 

Taft stated that Articles 19 and 20 do not prohibit intelligence activities or "submerged transit" in the 
territorial sea of other States. He continued, 

The Convention's provisions on innocent passage are very similar to article 14 in the 1958 Convention on the Territorial 
Sea and the Contiguous Zone, to which the United States is a party. (The 1982 Convention is in fact more favorable than 
the 1958 Convention....) A ship does not...enjoy the right of innocent passage if, in the case of a submarine, it navigates 
submerged or if, in the case of any ship, it engages in an act in the territorial sea aimed at collecting information to the 
prejudice of the defense or security of the coastal State, but such activities are not prohibited by the Conventioa In this 
respect, the Convention makes no change in the situation that has existed for many years and under which we operate 
today. 

In summary, the question of whether the Senate will consider the Convention in 2007 depends on whether 
the committee considers and possibly recommends it for positive action. The President's statement on May 15, 
2007, may be a factor in the Senate's considerations. If the treaty is not considered or withdrawn, it will remain 
pending in the committee.

I had talked to someone on Thursday about this 
issue I am having with Unemployment . He suggested I write a letter or email about the 
whole issue. 



I am moving to Germany Aug 5th. My husband is in the U.S. Army and got stationed 
overseas. Last November I had called and spoken to a case worker in the Unemployment 
Office and was told that I would be eligible for unemployment (even in Germany) because my 
husband was military. This past June I spoke to someone different and was told that I had 
gotten false information from the first person I spoke to at the Unemployment office; 
apparently, I am not eligible for unemployment because I will be in another country. This 
past week I called unemployment one final time ■ I hoped to talk to someone who would be 
knowledgeable about what false and why. The woman I spoke to was very helpful and 
actually looked up the rules/regulations. She told me that if I was moving to any of the 
50 states, U.S. territories, U.S. (?) Virgin Islands - or even Canada then I would be 
covered; however, because I would be in Germany I wouldn't be eligible for unemployment, 
regardless of the fac! 

t that my husband was U.S. Army and we would be living on a federally regulated post. 



My whole issue here is simple. I think it is incredible that I would be eligible for 
unemployment if I moved to Canada. Canada does not have any military bases on it, nor is 
it a U.S. territory. Yet, if I move with my husband who is serving in the United State's 
Army overseas (on military orders) to a federally mandated/ regulated military post I 
cannot recieve unemployment benefits. This bewilders me and is absolutely frustrating.
